1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references cited or the art searched disclose or teach alone or in combination the 
method for creating a complex process model, which includes defining a place for data 
types, defining a transition region comprising actions, and where the connectivity of the 
place and transition region exists as an arc and where the place, transition, and 
connectivity can be interchanged. The functional details of how this invention is 
implemented in a real world application is provided by detailed definitions of the place, 
transition, arc, and connectivity and other relevant terms , which are provided on pages 
9 and 10 of the specification.

Relevant Prior Art 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Doyle (5233513) discloses a method and apparatus for business software 
modeling which creates process models of line management and includes linguistic 
principles such as a subject, verb, and object. 
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Davies (6002396) discloses a system and method of defining a process 
structure for performing a task, which includes integrating the process definitions withu 
actions and incorporating experience. The process is captured as a verb phrase and a 
noun phrase. 

Gryphon (6233537) discloses a language for modeling workflow, to create a 
business process model, where the Business Model Language describes business 
processes and information and models both the verbs and nouns of the process 
description. 

Crampton (6415196) discloses a system and method for creating a process 
model for manufacturing scheduling, where resources are the nouns, activities are the 
performance words or verbs, and constraints are the real world conditions which limit 
how activities can be performed. 

Enomoto (7047557) discloses a security system in an object oriented system 
which utilizes a process model for defining a dynamic process cooperatively performed 
by a plurality of role modes, and which utilizes noun objects and verb objects as a pert 
of its data structure. 

Boden discloses a method and system for representing a business process in a 
workflow model, where a noun, a verb, and an attribute define each of a plurality of 
processes. Business processes are classified and organized in terms of a three- 
dimensional navigation space. 

Vailaya (7058643) discloses a method or identifying and organizing new 
information, which includes a lexicon of nouns and verbs, and links. The system 
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provides the relationships between biological models, experimental data, and 
proprietary data.
